PEKING, ‘Sept. 16.—Parliament hav- 
ing agreed that the state of war be- 
tween China and Germany should be 
ended, a Presidential mandate to that 
effect was issued. last night. The 
document contains this statement: © 

‘Although, owing to olir disap- 
proval of the three articles concern- 
ing Shantung, we have refused to 
sign’ the treaty with Germany, yet 
we recognizé all the other articles as 
out: allies do. Now that the war is 
ended, we, as one-of the allied na- 
tions, shall consequently regard our- 
selves as in the same position as our 
"nllies.”’ 


PEKING, - Sept. | 16, (Associated 
-Press.)—In the mandate issued last 
night by President ‘Hsu Shih-Chang 
tormally declaring the state of war 
between China and Germany at an 
end, General Tuan. Chi-Jui, -the for- 
ner Premier, who. was responsible for 
China’s declaration of -war, was 
named as recipient of the Grand Or- 
der ot Perit.

In an explanation to the Chamber of 
Deputies _today, Premier Clemenceau, 
after declaring that the League of Na- 
tions could exist even thouglt rejected 
by the United States Senate, asserted 
that it was precisely because the French 
felt that the League.of Nations Was an 
insuffidient giidrahtee for some years 
to dome that the ‘protective treaties of 
alliance between France, Great Britain, 
and the United States had ‘been drawn 
up.

Passenger rates were advanced 50 per 
cent.. during the war and remain so.

The 
Commissioner said that he had been in- 
formed ‘that orders already in Wash- 
ington would be filled, but as soon as 
they were distributed no“more food 
would be sent. > : 

Army officers, who have been hand- 
ling the New York zone’s . supply of 
army rations could give no reason. for 
the discontinuance of the shipment of 
supplies, declaring that.they. were merely 
acting under orders from the War De- 
partment. It was suggested; however, 
that in‘ view of the fact that the first 


retail store in which the Government 
will distribute its extra stock to the pub- 

opens here today, hereafter army 
food wiil be sold at such stores tisveas 
of by the municipal authorities. 

The Government sales station that 
arene today is situated at 22 West 

eteenth Street. It. will have no food 
for sale at. present, but will distribute 
other supplies, from_arctic3 to auto gog- 
gies, at prices far below prevailing mar- 
Ket prices. 

Deputy Commissioner of Markets Ed- 
win J. O Malley said that New York 
had already filed application for 200 
more car loads of food which he under- 
stood would be deiivered, and which, 
with the stocks already in the school 
ssp and in the city’s. warehouses, 
would keep. the school sale going for 
another ‘two week or so, The 200 car 
loads, Mr. O’Malley said, would mean 
about 5,506,000 cans of food valued ‘at 
about $1,500,000, .‘The order stopping the 
supply of canned goods does not ‘ap- 
ply to frozen poultry and meat, accord- 
ing to Commissioner of Markets Day.
